Nikita Khrushchev’s criticism of American capitalism lias 
prompted Eleanor Roosevelt and Averell Harriman to sug­ 
gest the need for some other symbol for our economic sys­ 
tem. 
As Mr. Harriman expresses it, America should not let it­ 
self be identified as the ‘‘standard bearer of capitalism”. 
All of this prompts the authors to point out that, without 
adjectives, the word capitalism has no ideological meaning. 
Economic capital takes the form of Uk>1s—capitalism is 
nothing but the use of tools. 
Russia is just as capitalistic as ue are because no nation 
on earth is more dedicated to the accumulation of tools. 
Every tool-using nation practices capitalism, and every 
nation wants to be a tool-using nation. 
So if there is anything wrong with capitalism it must stem 
from the way the tools are created and used. 
In the United States we have private, competitive, capital­ 
ism. 
Functionally, this means that America’s toois are private­ 
ly owned and operated and their owners succeed or fail de­ 
pending upon their ability to win and hold customers. 
Russian tools are .-tale owned and operated and no Rus­ 
sian enterprise can ‘’fail” because in a monopolistic economy 
there is no wav of measuring success or failure. 
Doth systems are capitalism, So we must try to describe 
the difference. 
Let-' see what adjectives might help us with our thinking. 
W e could express the difference a> being “democratic cap­ 
italism versus totalitarian capitalism". 
Or it could be “profit-and-loss capitalism vs. tax-supported 
capitalism”. 
Or it could be “free capitalism vs. sla\e capitalism”. 
Or it could be “incentive capitalism vs. no-hope-for-gain 
capitalism”. 
Or it could be *’i>ersonal-progress capitalism vs. communal- 
progress capitalism 
Or it could be “"voluntary capitalism vs. involuntary cap­ 
italism. 
Or it could be “customer-controlled capitalism vs. politi­ 
cian-controlled capitalism". 
Or it could be ’ multiple-plan capitalism vs. master-plan 
capitalism". 
You can probably think of several others. 
Rut regardless of th»- name, the essence of the difference 
is that ours is high-pruductivity capitalism and theirs is 
low-produeti\ ity capitalism. 
For 43 l<>ng years the Communists hav e had absolute pow­ 
er over all of the economic factors in Russia. 
Yet, aside from military hardware, their productivity is 
second-rate. 
The phenomenal "progress ' of which they boast is like 
the weight-gain of an infant 
a one pound gain of a ten 
pound child is 10'<. but it’s only one pound. 
With 50'< of Russian labor •'’ill engaged in agriculture fas 
against our 10' u) they still can’t produce what, in the United 
S tates could be called a sub-standard diet. 
Their production of comfort goods is a mere trickle, and 
the prices are exorbitant: a pair of women’s stockings costs 
7, hours wages; a man’s suit costs 5 weeks wages. 
That is what has resulted from 43 years of Russian cap­ 
italism. 
This raises a basic question—why should we apologize for 
American capitalism 
Why don’t v\ e just explain it ?
